Tie has pursued hiii work In quie 
tude, and this has, perhaps, led to 
some want of inulerslanding of his 
character. 'I'lie Apadlr incident was 
not of his planning: Social Demo- 
cracy has nol lifted higher its head 
because he is Chancellor; ho hss not 
caused the trouble in Alsace; and if 
Conservatism Is dlssatlsRed witli 
hlin. It Is because he has never flat- 
tered its undue pretensions and am- 
bitions. 

In the larRer sphere of his dutleï, 
il has been his privilege, in a trou- 
bled time In Europe, during the Bal- 
kan crisis, to work harmoniously for 
n settlement, and he may be proud ot 
the part he has played in bringing It 
about, and at tlie Kume time in uni- 
ting the I'owers in a work of com- 
mon interest. Those people who 
have expected him to become the 
apostle of a new evangel of political 
liberty, and to set upofi a fresh basis 
the distribution of tsxatlon. have not 
rnalizi-d tliat the time mav not yot be 
ripe for ehaiijjes thai miisl come. At 
least it would lie impossihle for the 
Chancellor to move unless the Kaiser 
willed. Because be has been quies- 
cent, because he Indulges In no flam- 
boyant oratory, and never eleetrlfles 
the eoimtry with excursions and 
alarms, he lias lieen misjudged. His 
is a I'riissinn mind, lacking the witty 
and bantering s|iirlt which made his 
predecessor half a l..atin. lie came to 
power at a time when quiet was 
needed, after a period of some Sturm 
und Drang, and he did not expect tbe 
Army to precipitate *aeb a erisii as 
haa now «rls«o.>^ 
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ed drab of the rainy world to lighter 
ashes.

Uohliid tho 
curtain of tho rain was tlie blue for- 
est and the blue mountains with long 
streamers of vapor caught In their 
high pinc-tops like kites. 

If you are one of those who think 
railroad construction workers are In- 
variably human wreckage or brute- 
faced fauns. 1 would like lo tell you 
here that you arc in error. They arc 
nol hell's broth, or of low mentality, 
or many of the worst types of men. 
There are a fow exceptions, but most 
of them are good men, of whom, it 
you looked beneath the grlmo of out- 
door toil which is uihhi them, you 
could not help but feel approval. Vou 
would find them, if you really knew 
them, lo lip (■trlkinRly superior lo the 
l>pe which your imagination has 
shaped. Many of them are probably 
of obscure European race strains, but 
these are likely to be more thrifty 
nnd more steadily Indllalrlous than 
the native born outdors worker. 
Some ot them are under-sized, but the 
small man may be a most efficient 
laborer.

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THE CANADIAN OXFORD 

In a discussion still going on in the Montre»l press, McGili 
has been called the Canadian Oxford. 

The term is applied because so many countries, races and 
creeds are represented in our undergraduate body. There are naore 
students of English than of Canadian birth in the Freshman class. 
No mean proportion of the upper class student body are from the 
West. The width of a continent and the storms of an ocean have 
been made as nothing to students who come here. 

The three cities of the Western Canadian slope; the three big 
centres of the Canadian Prairies ; the three provinces to the South 
on the Atlantic slope, and the three kingdoms comprising Great 
Britain and Ireland, have all con tributed to our student body. On- 
tario and Quebec, provinces of nearly different races, different 
speech and different religions unite in the halls of McGill. As was 
remarked by one of the Montreal rabbis, there is no distinction made 
in the University as between Jew and students of other reli- 
gions. In the prize lists, the teaching staff, the financial campaigns, 
and the general walks of student 1 ife they are as one, 

We seem to have out-Oxfgrded Cxford, as' far as breadth of 
view and liberalism expressed in action, goes. The man from the 
West Indies who wins a prize, is still allowed to compete for the 
next. Certain Rhodes Scholars arc not permitted the privilege in 
Oxford. 

There still must be large imp rovement, before McGill can 
squarely walk in the footsteps of the most famous university in the 
world. She must set up good traditions as firmly engrained as the 
best ones at Oxford. She must establish courses of instruction in al- 
most every branch of the known a and sciences. She must stead- 
ily improve on the ones already instituted, on which her fame rests. 
She must adhere to the policy of high educational standards. 

Thus she will send out graduates whose position and influence 
throughout the world will redound to the glory of McGill.
